Strawberries will succeed in any soil that is adapted to ordinary farming. Soil should be thoroughly 
prepared to a good depth. Vegetable manures (much, rotton turf, wood soil, ashes, etc.) are the best. For 
field culture set in rows 3 or 3% feet apart, 15 to 18 inches in rows, for garden 15 to 18 inches each way. 
To produce fine large fruit, keep in hills, pinching runners off as soon as they appear. Ground should 
always be kept clean and well cultivated. In winter a covering of leaves, straw or some kind of litter will 
protect the plants. Do not cover them until the ground is frozen, or so deep as to smother the plants, and 
_remove covering before growth starts in the spring. The blossoms of some plants are destitute of stamens, 
and are termed pistillate; if not fertilized by blossoms bearing stamens will produce-imperfect fruit and but 
little of it. But many of the pistillate varieties are the very best if properly fertilized. The Capt. Jack and 

_ Bederwood are the very best fertilizers. In planting pistillate varieties plant every third hill a staminate
